THE DIAGNOSIS.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Senator 


Hanna is officially pronounced to have 


typhoid fever. The following bulletin 
was issued by his physicians, imme- 
diately after the consultation at 9 
o'clock this morninzt: 
“Senator Hanna has typhoid fever. 
The diagnosis is confirmed by the 
complete blood examination reported 
this morning by Dr. Edward ‘

pulse 82.“ 
5 rond is a n.icroscopic expert. 
He made two tests. The first one 
showed the presence of typhoid bacil- 
lus. The second test was made to 
confirm the first one. Those in con- 
sultation of the case were Dr. Rixey, 
who has been Hanna's regular attend- 


tion. He talked earnestly about the 
case with Elmer Dover. to 
Mr. Hanna, for ten minutes, ex: 
pressed his warm sympathy. 

No one except his regular household 
is permitted to see the Senator. His 
sole diet is milk, and no stimulants are 
being used. He rested fairly comfor- 
table during the night. Mrs. Hanna 
insists on personally attending the pa- 
tient much of the time, but another 
trained nurse began duty today. The 
physicians say that the outlook is 
hopeful for recovery, and that the cru- 
cial point in the mess should be 


regular typhoid, and is less serious 
than most cases of that illness. 

The family, it is said, instead of be- 
ing alarmed at the diagnosis of ty- 
phoid, were relieved at the announce- 
ment, feeling that there might have 
been-another develop t of much 
more gravity. The physicians are now 
making a test of the condition of the 
kidneys. It is realized that the Sena- 
tor’s advanced age and his rheurnatic 
condition make the case a more serious 
one than in a younger man, but the 
belief is expressed by his family that 
he will recover, though he will be con-. 
fined to his bed for a considerable pe- 
riod. The plan is to take him to 
Thomasville, Ga.,.as soon as he is able 
to be moved. * 

The question of sending for the mem- 
bers of Senator Hanna’s family was 
discussed with the physicians this 
morning, and it was decided that it 
was not necessary at present to send 
for them. Mrs. Hanna, Mrs. Medill 
McCormick, a daughter, and Miss 
Phelps, a niece, are already here. Mr. 
McCormick is expected today. The 
members of his family not here are 
Mrs. Parsons of Cleveland, a daughter; 
Daniel Hanna of Cleveland, a son; I. 
C. Hanna and H. M. Hanna of Cleve- 
land, brothers of the Senator. The lat- 
ter is spending the winter at Thomas- 
ville, Ga. Mrs. Prentiss Baldwin of 
Cleveland, a sister, was here recently, 
but has gone to Thomasville. Mrs. J. 
Wyman Jones and Mrs. J. C. Morse, 
sisters, also are in Thomasville. 

It was decided later in the day to 
have a consultation of physicians at 5 
o’clock this afternoon. in addition to 
Drs. Rixey and Magruder, Dr. Osler 
of Baltimore has been called in consui- 
tation at that hour. 

Senator Hanna rested quietly dur- 
ing the day, and up to 3 o'clock there 
was no change in his condition. There 
will be no consultation of physicians 
this evening. ;

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Presi- 
dent called at the Arlington Hotel dur- 
ing the day to inquire about Senator 
Hanna's condition. He saw Mr. Do- 
ver, with whom he conversed for ten 
minutes about the sick man.

The physicians are unable to say 


where the Senator caught the typhoid 
fever. There is a typhoid fever epi- 
demic at Columbus, O., where the 
Senator visited last month. He left 
there about the 13th ult., and became 
ill nine days after that time, the length 
of time that medical authorities give 
for the breaking-out of ‘the fever in- 
fection. A great number of inquiries, 
telegraphic, mail and personal, are 
reaching here about Senator Hanna's 
condition. 

Gov. Herrick called over the long- 
distance telephone from Columbus, O., 
tonight, to inquire after the Senator 
and asked to be kept informed of the 
progress of the case. Mr. Dover told 
him he believed the situation thus far 
is not alarming. : 

Dr. Rixey called to see the Senator 
shortly after 8 o'clock. His object 
was simply to take Mr. Hanna’s tem- 
perature, which he found at that time 
to be 1:02 2-5, higher, he remarked 
later, than it had been at any time 
since he has been attending the Sen- 
ator. This, however, the doctor did 
not consider alarming, as it might be 
due to certain local causes not di- 
rectly the result of fever. The 8 
o'clock call was the last that Dr. 
Rixey intended to make for the night, 
unless something unexpected should 


occur. 

The most satisfactory aspect of the 
case today apparently to the Sena- 
tor's family and friends was the 
cheerful and bright manner of the 
Senator, despite his almost utter 
prostration.. This they attribute in 
part to the slightest kind of an im- 


{provement to his general condition,

REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—-SENATE.— 
In his prayer at the opening of the 
Senate today, the chaplain, Rev. Ed- 
ward Everett Hale, made reference to 
the illness of Senator Hanna, saying: 
“Father, we ask for those who are in 
great sorrow; we ask for those who 
are on the bed of sickness; we ask for 
those who are ministering to them— 
that Thou will give them life and light 
and love.“ 

Mr. Mitchell, from the Committee on 
Postoffices, made a favorable report on 
the resolution directing the Postmaster- 
General to send to the Senate the re- 
ports made on the irregularities in the 
Postoffice Department, and requested 
immediate consideration. The resolu- 
tion was adopted without debate. It 
calls for report on the investigation by 
Assistant Postmaster-General Bristow, 
together with the reports of Messrs. 
Holmes, Conrad and Charjes J. Bona- 
parte, special counse} for the govern- 
ment, on the charges made by 8. W. 
Tulloch, formerly a of the Wash- 
ington city postofiice. 

A bill was passed providing for the 
transportation of 600 teachers from 
Porto Rico to and from the United 
States next summer, for the purpose 
of study. 

The Urgent Deficiency Appropriation 
Bill was laid before the Senate, the 
proposition for a loan to the St. Louis 
exposition being the immediate ques- 
tion under consideration, and Mr. Pat- 
terson of Colorado took up the polit- 
ical phase of the question, making a 
special reply to Mr. Foraker. He said 
that, having noted the want of pros- 
perity on the part of the trusts and 
syndicates, the Ohio Senator had in- 
troduced a bill which, if it should be- 
come law, would supply that deficiency. 
Mr. Patterson said that prosperity was 
not so much dependent upon tariff laws 
or the balance of trade as most people 
believed. On the contrary, he found 
that good times depended more upon 


the volume of currency than en other 


causes, and traced the prosperity of

lars. 
The placing of wires underground is 
by po means the hardship to the 
companies that might appear at firat 
sight. The manufacturers of conduit 
material all over the country are 
claiming—and are backing up their 
contentions by actual figures of the ex- 
perience of other cities—that in the 
long run it pays a company better to 
have its wires underground, where 
they are not interfered with by the ele- 


> ments, particularly in regions where 


trees are growing; and though it may 
involve in the beginning a little more 
outiay of capital, in the long run the 
saving in the maintenance nearly 
makes good for the cost. It certainly 
would be no serious maiter for these 
companies to allow certain streets in 
the city that have special merit from 
a residence point of view to be placed 
in the conduit area. It is not claimed 
that it is practicable for all streets, 
any more than it is practicable to pave 
all streets, or improve them to the 
highest degree.

UBA LIBRE. 

If any promises have been made 
to Cuba that have not been carried out 
now is the time to report thereon. 
With the withdrawal of the last United 
States trooper from the Gem of the An- 
tilles there goes the last limb upon 
which the kickers might have hoped 
to hang an argument that the country 
of Uncle Sam had some ulterior de- 
sign in its efforts to free Cuba from 
Spanish oppression and to make life 
therein worth living. When one stops 
to consider the condition of the Cubans 
prior to the outbreak of tha war be- 
tween Spain and the United States he 
cannot but be impressed with the opin- 
ion that President Palma has been 
done too generous or gracious in ex- 
pressing himself regarding the indebt- 
edness the new republic owes to her big 
sister on the mainiand, and if he be 
a true American he has a right to feel 
proud of his country that it has not 
only freed Cuba but has kept every 
promise to her with fidelity, honesty 
and good faith. As for those carping 
critics who were wont to say such un- 
‘generous and unkindly things while 
the great problem in Cuba was being 
patiently worked out, it is as well to 
forgive them, for they didn’t know 
what they were talking about. Cuba 
is now the mistress of her own des- 
tiny, and there is a little doubt that she 
will find her way to the front, there 
to remain, let us hope, forever. 


N INIQUITOUS MEASURE. 

A bill was recently introduced in 
the Senate to amend the interstate 
commerce and anti-trust laws so as to 
relieve foreign commerce from their 
operation and so as to sanction the 


straint of commerce.” In some man- 
ner a report got into circulation to the 
effect that the bill was introduced with 
the knowledge and approval of the ad- 
ministration. To this statement At- 
torney-Geperal Knox, in an interview 
with a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press, has interposed an cmphatic 
negative. 

“This amendment.“ said Mr. Knox, 
“proposes to repeal the _ interstate 
commerce law and the anti-trust law, 
so far as foreign commerce is con- 
cerned. This would result in giving 
forcign commerce an advantage over 
our domestic commerce. By means of 
such a power our tariff protection 
would be largely nullified. It is weil 
known that the steamship and rail- 
road companies have cofabined,” con- 
tinued Mr. Knox, “so thet foreign traf- 
fic has been carried from Berlin to 
Chicago at rates 60 per cent. lower 
than similar goods made in this coun- 
try could be transported from New 
York to Chicago.” Mr. Knox declared 
that boots, clothing, hardwere, etc., 
from Germany have been carried 
through from San Francisco at rates 
iG per cent. lower than was charged 
by the railroad carrier on similar 
manuſactures of our own country f om 
Atlantic ports to San Francisco. 


It would seem from the foregoing 
that foreign commerce already has a 
sufficient edvantage over domestic 
commerce. without giving it any more 
advantage. The proposed amend- 
ment Las tho appearance of being spe- 
cial legslation of a very objectionable 
kind. There is no reason that is con- 
spicuously apparent for giving any 
class of business an advantage over 
‘another class of business. All legis- 
lation that proposes to bring about re- 
sults. of this sort may safely be set 
down as vicious and unjust. [t is an 
evil, under any circumstances, to ex- 
cept from the operation of a law any 
interests or men. All laws should be 
made to apply equally to all interesis 
and all citizens. : 

Mr. Knox points out the iniquity of 
ihe proposed enactment by showing 
that it would relieve quasi-public cor- 
poratians. such as railroads, which ex- 
ercise public functions and enjoys pub- 
lic rights, from many of their most im- 
portant duties to the public. In his 
opinion it may be a wise policy to in- 
corporate “the rule of reasonableness” 
into the regulation by iaw of contracts 
between individuals and contracts of 
industrial corporations, but it would be 
unwise to apply that rule to corpo- 
rations exercising quasi-public func- 
tions. he duties of these corpora- 
tions are toward the entire public, 
and those duties should be discharged 
with impartiality toward all, without 
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gross legislative immorality to sus- 
pend the operation of the interstate 
commerce and anti-trust laws as ap- 
plied to foreign commerce, while leav 
ing those laws in full force as regards 
domestic commerce. These laws are 
all right as they stand—except, per- 
haps, that they do not go far enough. 
Evasions and attempted evasions of 
these laws, by extra-legal methods, 
have been frequent enough; but this 
proposed amendment seems to be a 
studied and deliberate attempt to 
create a legal warrant for evading the 
intent of the law. It should not be 
permitted to succeed. 

Mr. Knox pointedly declares of the 
proposed amendment that its en- 
croachment, instead of being a pro- 
tection to commerce, would effect an 
undoing of very much of the most im- 
portant remedial legislation of the last 
fifteen years.” He further says—and 
his words will commend themselves 
to the fairness and common sense of 
every intelligent citizen—that “if this 
proposed amendment shall be regard- 
ed as wise legislation, it ought not to 
be done secretly, but openly, with full 
knowledge of the House and full op- 
,portunity for it to be heard on the 
subject.“ The truth of this proposi- 
tion is undeniable. To attach so im- 
portant a measure to any. bill as a 
rider, “in the closing hours of a mori- 
bund House,” should be recognized as 
a tacit acknowledgement that it is a 
piece of legislation that ought to be 
killed. The duty of Senators and 
Representatives in the premises is ob- 
vious. 


RIGHTEOUS SENTENCE. 

The moral sense of Los Angeles 
will approve the sentence imposed by 
Justice Austin yesterday upon B. Bal- 
lerino and Joseph Wiot, who had been 
convicted upon cherges of renting 
property for immoral purposes. The 
sentence in each case was $500 fine 
and thirty days’ imprisonment in the 
city prison, with the alternative of 
180 days’ imprisonment. The sen- 
tence offers no alternative by which 
the convicted men may escape im- 
prisonment altogether by paying more 
money than the amount named. They 
must go to prison for thirty days in 
any event, and for 180 days if they 
prefer that term in prison to paying 
the amount of the fine. 

The sentence is none too severe. 
Justice Austin gave them the limit 
of punishment authorized by the law. 
He would probably have given them 
a severer sentence if the law permit- 
In imposing the maximum, sentence 
in this case, Justice Austin has re- 
flected the moral sentiment of the 
community, and has served notice 
upom this particular class of evil- 
doers that they need expect no clem- 
ency when convicted in his court of 
serious offenses of this class. 3

TROLLEY TO GO BOTH WAYS. 
REDONDO, Feb. 5.—A double-jointed 

trolley, which need not be reversed, is 
the latest local thing in the dispiace- 
ment of steam by electricity. The Los 
Angeles and Redondo Rallroad Com- 
and allied concerns have been 
gradually c from steam engines 
to electric motors till now there remains 
just one steam locomotive doomed to 
early retirement, and the steam numer 
ing plant of the waterworks, which wili 
probably soon be operated by electric 


now ding 
at the company's sh is one of the 
important items in t change from 
water vapor to “juice.” locomo- 
tive will be but a trifle over sixteen 
feet in length, but it will weigh about 
seventeen tons The thick floor is of 
heavy timbers with the intervening 
spaces filled with railroad iron im- 
bedded in concrete. 

The locomotive is designed chiefly for 
svitching purposes. For that use an 
ordinary trolley pole would be cumber- 
some, because of the frequency with 
which it would have to be reversed. In 
place of the trelley pole, there is to be 
a collapsible diamond-shaped steel 
frame arranged with spri which 
tend to extend the end of the frame up- 
ward toward the wire. The pressure of 
the wire on the pulley at the top of the 
frame resists the force of the springs, 
but preserves the contact with the 
wire Such a trolley, it is believed, will 
operate equally well without reversiug, 


whichever way the car may be run. 


The design is believed to be a new one 
on trolley cars. 

Only one controller is to be used on 
the locomotive. The controller will be 
a horizontal rather than a perpendicu- 
lar affair, and will be under the floor of 
the cab. The same controller may be 
operated by a separate gearing near th- 
window on either — 4 of t ca b, 80 
the motorman may look up and down 
the line from either side while haviag 
the locomotive under immediate con- 
trol. The locomotive and trolley were 
designed by L. B. Pemberton, electri- 
clan and engineer for the company.
